Status of the Claims 

The Office Action mailed July 26, 2008 reports examination of 

claims 1-19. 

Claims 1-19 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly 
unpatentable in view of Richard, EP 0737867 in view of Barbie, US 7,202,667 
(hereinafter "Barbie"). 



The Rejections Should be Withdrawn and the Claims Allowed 

All claims stand rejected based on a proposed combination relying uon 
Barbie. As noted in the Office Action at page 3, Barbie has an effective U.S. priority 
date of June 7, 2004 (via U.S. Provisional No. 60/577,907). 

The present application is a national stage entry of PCT/1B05/50602, 
which claims priority to U.S. Provisional No. 60/549,732 filed March 3, 2004. This 
priority was also claimed in the national stage entry as evidenced at least by by the 
Application Data Sheet:
